"Nobody knows how many indi- 


viduals in our forces and at home 
he helped with liis writings. But 
all Americans 
understand now 


how wisely, how warm heartedly, 
flow honestly he served his,coun- 
try and his profession. He deserves 
the gratitude 'of all his country- 
men." 


Simple In Spirit 


Ernie Pyle's full name was Er- 


nest Taylor Pyle, but he was ad- 
dicted to simplicity, both in his 
writings and in his dealings with 
the Doughboys whose stories he 
told. 


Pyle saw more war than many 


soldiers, and he hated it. Twice in 
Europe he narrowly escaped 
the 


death that overtook him on Okina- 
wa where he was writing his 
daily column. 


A beachhead villa In which he 


had been sleeping in Italy was hit 
by an enemy bomb shortly after 
he had switched beds n year ago 
last March. He and four 
other 


newspapermen, including George 
Tucker of the Associated Press, 
escaped with light cuts. 


Again, during the battle of the 


breakout in France, he wns almost 
killed by Allied bombers nt the 
time Lt. Gen. Lesley McNair was 
killed. 


About the dangers of being a 


war correspondent, 
Pyle 
once 


wrote a friend: 


"I try not to take any foolish 


chances, but there's just no way 
to play it completely safe and still 
do your job. The front docs get 
into your blood., and you miss it 
and want io be back. Life up there 
is very simple, very uncomplicated, 
devoid of all the jealousy 
and 


meanness that float around a head- 
quarters city, and time passes so 
fast it's unbelievable. 


"I didn't have my clothes off 


for nearly n month, never slept in 
a bed for more Ilian a month." 


Sometimes it was so cold, he 


said, that "my mind would hardly 
work and my fingers would ac- 
tually get so stiff 1 couldn't hit 
the keys." 


Like other war reporters. Pvle 


spent much of his time living" in 
the field with the troops. During 
the fighting in Tunisia he went 
four and live weeks without a 
bath, sleeping on the ground and 
on farmhouse floors, under jeeps 
and in foxholes.

The newly completed Hondout 


Savings Bank on Broadway at 
Mill street, was thrown open lo 
public inspection 
on 
Saturday, 


May 26,1928. Many Kingstonians 
took -the opportunity of visiting 
and inspecting the latest addition 
to the many fine banking struc- 
tures in the city. 


The bank, which for many 


years had been located in the 
Cornell building on Ferry street, 
at the foot of Broadway, was 
erected on the site of the former 
S. E. Eighmey department store. 


The Eighmey store for years 


was one of the outstanding stores 
in the city, and following his death 
the store remained open but a 
brief period before closing 
its 


doors. 


The building was taken over by 


the Savings Bank and demolished 
to make room for the new bank 
building. 


The former banking quarters in 


the Cornell building were taken 
over by the downtown savings and 
loan association, which were lo- 
cated there until some time ago 
when they took over the former 
First National Bank building at 
Broadway and Strand, where the 
association is now located. 


The men's furnishings store of 


A. W. Mollott at 302 Wall street, 
which had been rebuilt and re- 
modeled, was reopened for busi- 
ness on June 2, 1928. 


While the store was being al- 


tered and remodeled Mr. Mollott 
carried on his business in a store 
in the McCabe building on Wall 
street. 


Mr. Mollott engaged in 
the 


men's clothing business in 1914 at 
309 Wall street, and as his busi- 
ness expanded he found it neces- 
sary to have larger quarters and 
in 1920 he removed his business 
lo his present location. 


One of the members of his 


sales force is John F. Port, one of 
the veteran clothing salesmen of 
the city. I remember when 1 was 
a boy Ihat Mr. Port and the late 
Michael Kelsch were employed as 
salesmen in the men's clothing 
store of Sampson Brothers in the 
building now occupied by The 
Freeman on lower Broadway. 


I worked in the clothing store 


for a short time, and one of the 
highest jobs 1 had was to wash 
all the store windows each Mon- 
day morning.

For while 
the new President could prepare 
in advance every word of his ad- 
dress to Congress, he could not 
know .what questions Hie report- 
ers would ask. 


The size-up by the press was 


favorable. The newspapermen like

questions. It isn't that they ex- 
pect him to answer all their 
queries, hut they want to know 
even how he avoids answering 
them.

Coolidge didn't have In assuming 
the reins of government. In this 
instance policies of the predeces- 
sor have been outlined over a long 
period of time, have been ap- 
proved at Ihe polls and arc now 
familiar to the people. To suy, as 
President Truman did, that he 
favored the Bretton Woods agree- 
ment or the Missouri Valley Au- 
thority or the reciprocal trade 
agreements program was to en- 
dorse in a word or two policies 
that are highly controversial but 
which are evidently to be cham- 
pioned without hesitation. 


One gets the impression that
